Faithful Are tlie Wounds 
of A Friend. 

We publish in another column an 
extract from the letter of the Frank- 
fort correspondent of the Louisville 
Times, in which he scores the people 
of this city severely, yet every citi- 
ten of Frankfort is bound to admit 
that every word ho has said is Gospel 
truth, and it is to be hoped that this 
lecture, coming from one who has 
always been a friend of the valley 
city, will set our people to thinking 
and in the end cause them to wake 
up and endeavor to do something 
to prove to the outside world that we 
are indeed a city and not a mere 
country town. 

That our streets are dirty and un- 
repaired no one can deny, and that 
our sidewalks are in a wretched con- 
dition is also true, and this because 
our City Councils have for years been 
in the habit of issuing orders for re- 
pairs to be made, and then never 
lifting a finger to see that their orders 
were obeyed— lacking the backbone 
to go ahead, as they do-in other cities, 
make the repairs where the property 
holders fail to do so, then force the 
owners of the abutting property to 
pay for same by law. 

It in a notorious fact that upon the 
south side of one of the principal 
residence streets in the city, with the 
exception of little patches here and 
there of less than one hundred feet 
all together, there is not a sign of a 
sidewalk for nearly half a mile, and 
yet the property holders along the 
entire distance are well able to put 
down the same. The work has been 
ordered by the Council, time and 
again, but the orders fell upon deaf 
ears, and the residents of the nerth 
side of this street have gone right 
along keeping up pavements foj 
the fellows who will not pave the 
front of their own property to walk 
on. 

One of the worst sidewalks in the 
city is at the intersection of two of 
our principal business streets, and the 
wonder is that some one has not 
been crippled in passing over it in 
bad weather. Our city dads have 
fired the usual order at the owner of 
the property adjacent, but it has 
glanced off like a rifle bullet from an 
iron-clad gunboat, without making 
even the shadow of an impression, 
It is just where nearly every stranger 
who comes to the city must pass 
over it, and of course they receive 
their impressions of our being a one- 
horse town from it and others like it. 

Then there is the L. & N. station, a 
miserable old barn, for which the city 
is not responsible, but she should be 
responsible for the crowd of dirty 
loafers who are allowed to congre- 
gate there and in the vicinity, and 
see that they are made to move on. 
This is acknowledged to be the best 
shipping point on this division of the 
L. & N. system, and yet there is hard- 
ly a way station on the line which 
has not better accommodations for 
the patrons of the road than the 
depot in this city. The management 
of the road certainly ought to give us 
a better station, and doubtless would if 
the proper effort was made to secure 
it. It is a disgrace not only to the 
city, but to the great corporation to 
which it belongs. 

Finally, brethren, let us one and 
all wake up and go to work. Let' 
not be like "dum driven cattle,

BETWEEN THE 
EYES. 

The Bald Eagle of Bull 
Skin Swoops Down 
on Vs. 

Col. Geo. L. Willis, correspondent 
of the Louisville Times, tells the 
people of this city the following 
homely truths in a letter published 
in his paper Tuesday afternoon: 

A well-known editor, whose office 
isn't a thousand miles from The 
Times editorial floor, recently told 
Gov. Brown, in explani " 
pretty severe criticism 
utive, that he 
loved. 

"That's a very good rule for God 
Almighty, but I don't like it in an 
editor," was the Governor's pointed 
but good humored rejoinder. 

There are some little details, how- 
ever, after which even Providence 
can not be expected to look, and to 
which otherwise good people neglect 
to attend themselves. 

All this is a preface to some needed 
and deserved criticism of the people 
of Frankfort. The writer has been 
on Frankfort's side in everything Bhe 
has undertaken, and in every case 
she has been attacked since his tem- 
porary home has been here; but I am 
not blind to growing faults, shameful 
indolence, lack of enterprise, lazy 
neglect and a dozen other things 
about which her people should be 
plainly told and soundly lectured. 

Frankfort hasn't even yet awakened 
to the fact that the town has been se- 
lected above all others as the perma- 
nent seat of government of a great 
and growing State. The people do 
not realize that eer selection as such 
is a great honor, and fail to appre- 
ciate their own opportunities and 
duties. The town is the same sleepy 
village it was when Boone's monu- 
ment was of bright new marble. It 
is worse off than it was then. Dirty, 
unrepaired streets thread the half on 
either side of the river. The side- 
walks of the principal Btreets are 
made of wornout and misplaced 
brick that have held the weight of 
statesmen dead half a century. A 
dirty, stuffy, miserable old pile, filled 
with negroes and vermin, is her only 
excuse for a railroad depot. She has 
claimed a population of 10,000 people 
for the last twenty-five years, and 
there is not a foot of street-car track 
within her borders. The town still 
uses ''sun time," while ninety-nine 
one-hundredths of the balance of 
the world has a uniform time system. 
It has only one public clock, and that 
has not been within a half hour of 
correct standard time in the last six 
months. Most of the merchants and 
the business men are too sleepy 
know whether the clock is right 
wrong, and would not know wh 
the trains were due if they ever went 
away, or when the papers went to 
press if they ever advertised. 

The hotels and boarding-houses 
put on some extra touches when a 
fresh body of legislators or delegates 
arrive, but before the session is half 
over drop back to the snail gallop of 
the balance of the place, and get for 
little or nothing the money that 
would buy comfort and luxuries else- 
where. There is no danger now, 
and has been none, of the capital 
being removed from Frankfort, but 
there is danger of a well-meaning, 
good-tempered, hospitable and in 
every way lovable people gaining a 
reputation for sleepy stinginess simp- 
ly because they let things just drift 
and care of themselves. The last 
Legislature took out of the State 
Treasury something like $100,000, and 
scattered most of it about Frankfort. 
The Constitutional Convention cost 
something like $300,000, and most of 
it was spent right here in Frankfort. 
The present Legislature has drawn 
close to $200,000, and Frankfort has 
gotten her share of that. All of the 
State's officials and public servants 
make their homes and spend their 
incomes in Frankfort. The whole 
State contributes to her financial 
welfare. The State will likely soon 
spend several million dollars here in 
new State buildings, by which, also, 
Frankfort will benefit greatly; but 
as an evidence of good faith is it not 
meet and proper that the Frankfort 
people first get a move on themselves 
and show that they appreciate and 
believe in the motto that God and 
the people help those who help 
themselves? I repeat that I know

Merchant's Organization. 

Forty three of the Retail Merchants 
of Frankfort met In the City Council 
Chamber Monday evening, June 13th, 
and listened to an address by S. W. 
Briggs, of the Merchants Retail Com- 
mercial Agency, 63 Dearborn St., 
Chicago, Ills. The system in use by 
this Agency has for its purpose the 
protection of Retail Merchants. The 
legality, practicability and results of 
the system were fully explained. 
After consideration, a motion was 
made that those present proceed to 
organize the Frankfort Branch of 
such Agency. The motion prevailed 
by a unanimous vote. The following 
were chosen as officers: 

R. K. McClure, President; D. C. 
Crutcher, . Vice-President; Noel 
Gaines, Secretary; Wm. P. Hudson, 
Treasurer; H. Ringold, H. O'Donnell, 
M. P. Gray, Chas Ellwanger. H. 
Fincel, L. Mangan and J. T. Buckley, 
Executive Board- 

This Agency uses no dishonorable 
means to force collections or settle- 
ments, but the merchants propose 
to exercise their legal right to refuse 
credit to a person who gains the 
reputation of not treating a member 
of the Agency honorably 

There is no law compelling iner 
chants to sell their goods on credit. 
There is no law forbidding merchants 
refusing credit to any person they 
see fit, and when a merchant sells his 
goods on credit it is as an accommo- 
dation to the consumer, and if such 
consumer has no appreciation of the 
favor extended and wilfully neglects 
to make a reasonable and honorable 
adjustment of his indebtedness, then 
he should be compelled to pay as he 
buys. It is better for him and much 
more profitable for the merchant. 
Many a poor worthy man has been 
refused credit for the necessities of 
life because of the merchant's un- 
pleasant experience with bad debtors, 
but this system will tend to obviate 
all that, because the man who does 
respect his credit will be known and 
have a standing among merchants, 
while the "dead beat" and others of 
his kind will also be known to the 
members «f this Agency and be abso- 
lutely refused credit; no matter if he 
moves to another town or State his 
reputation as poor pay will follow 
him and the merchants in such new 
place of residence will also refuse 
him credit. This Agency issues a 
regular and legal Bi-Monthly Abstract 
of unsettled accounts. Each member 
agrees to forfeit twenty dollars to his 
branch as a penalty, in case he ex- 
tends credit to a person whose un- 
settled account appears in the 
abstract and no account can appear 
therein until the debtor lias had a 
full and fair opportunity to go to the 
merchant he owes and in some way 
arrange such indebtedness. The 
man who can pay and won't pay and 
the man who cannot pay, but will not 
go to the merchants and state his 
condition and make effort to arrange, 
is the person this Agency is after. 

This Agency does not interfere 
with the credit of men who deal 
honorably, no matter if they are 
alow; neither does it in any way 
regulate prices. Its sole object is to 
compel men to bo honest with mer- 
chants or to pay spot cash for goods 
purchased. Something of this kind 
has been needed for a long time and 
this system will work. "In combina- 
tion there is strength." The mem- 
bers have the success or failure of 
this system in their own hands. 
Wherever merchants have properly 
combined, the system has proven a 
great success. The west is being 
oarefully covered by this Agency, 



and the merchants in all small towns 
are visited and solicited to join th( 
county branch.
